This controversy continued for a 
greater part of the meeting, and nota 
vote was taken on an amendment or a 
step made in the direction of agreeing 
to any of the features of the bill. 

It is expected that the debate on 
this and other phases of the bill will 
be extended, and that some time will 
have to he spent in the consideration 
of the so-called “insurgent” amend- 
ments. These propose sweeping chang:?s 
in the measure. 
Henry Attacks Administration meas- 
ure, 

In a statement accompanying 
amendment, Representative Henry 
night criticised the Glass bill as ‘‘writ- 
ten wholly in the interests of the cred- 
{tor classes, the banking fraternity and 
the financial world, without proper 
provision for the debtor classes and 
those who toil and produce and sus- 
tain the country.’ 

“If large business and the bankers, 
said the statement, “are determined to 
again force the government into part- 
nership with the banks and we are to 
disregard the teachings of Jefferson, 
Jackson, Calhoun, Benton Bryan, 
and again institute marriage relations 
between the government and. the 
banks, in order to establish a huge and 
permanent asset currency plan, then I 
insist that we so amend and round 
out the Glass-Owen bill as to permit 

the farmer and wage-earner to come 
into the scheme on the same terms, at 
_the same cost, and upon identical prin- 
ciples upon which we admit the bank- 
er and the commercialist.”’ 

With this theory as a basis, the “in- 
surgent’’ amendments would megin by 
reforming the proposed federal reserve 
board. They would authorize a board 
of nine members, including the secre- 
tary of the treasury and secretary of 
egriculture, and the comptroller of the 
treasury and six members appointed 
by the president. Of these, one would 
be a “person experienced in banking 
and general business,’ one a ‘‘bona fide 
representative of industrial labor,” and 
one a “bona fide representative of ag- 
riculture.” 

Place for Ex-Presidents. 

Except for the banking member of 
the board, al! would be forbidden 
hold stock in any bank, trust company, 
or concern, “the security or paper of 
which may be handled by any of the 
banks named under this law.” 

Another provision would provide that 
ex-presidents of the United § States 
should be deemed ex-officio members 
of the board. 

The amendments would increase the 
maturity terms of paper rediscountable 
in the federal reserve banks from sixty 
“days, as at present proposed in the 
Glass bill, to 120 days, and would in- 
clude in the rediscountable paper farm 
loan mortgages.

They would provide 
that not more than 5@ per cent of the 
paper rediscounted to a depositing bank 
should have a maturity of more than 
sixty: days. 

The amendments would provide for 
an issue of “United States notes” of 
not to exceed $700,000.000, and “in ad- 


ference between the total amount of 
national bank notes outstanding at any 
one given moment and the amount of 
such notes outstanding at the passage 
of this act.” 

These notes would be redeemed in 
gold at the treasury or at any federal 
reserve bank. 

Three Groups of Currency. 

The all-important feature of the 
amendment would provide for the divi- 
sion of this new .curréncy into three 
separate groups for three individual 
purposes—$300,000,000 ts distinctive 
“commercial currency of the United 
States;:’’ $200,000,000 “industrial cur- 
| rency” and $200,000,000 ‘agricultural 
currency.” 

The commercial currency 
issued to the reserve banks and the 
industrial currency through the re- 
serve banks to the “states and territo- 
ries upon legally authorized state or 
territorial bonds and county municipal 
when legally executed and in- 
bv the state or territory.” 
agricultural curreney would be 
through the reserve banks tw 
“farmers upon warehouse or storage 
certificates, certifying the deposit of 
cotton, corn or wheat in bonded, Iin- 
sured and solvent warehouses or stor- 
age plants to be approved by the fed- 
eral reserve board.” 

The industrial currency would be is- 
sued for use In internal improvements 
and such amountS as are taken by 
states and territories must be repaid 
in twenty vears. 

The amendments propose an elab- 
orate scheme for the tssSue of the agri- 
cultural currency. They would provide 
for the issue of currency to 50 per 
cent of the market value of warehouse 
receipts for cotton, when the market 
price {ts under 15 cents, for corn when 
the price is below 60 cents a bushel, 
and for wheat when the price is less 
than $1 a bushel. 

Loans on Farm Lands. 

There also is a provision authorizing 
banks not located in reserve or central 
reserve cities to make loans on ‘“im- 
proved and unencumbered farm land” 
not to exceed 50 per cent of the land's 
Value. 

The much discussed provision for the 
refunding of the 2 per cent bonds, 
which secure the present currency, by 
the issue of 3 per cent notes without 
the circulation privilege,. which was 
included in the Glass bill, would be 
eliminated by the “insurgent” amend- 
ments. 

In his determination to get the cur- 
rency bill through at this session, the 
president has decided to forego his 
vacation and remain in Washington 
continuously ‘until the measure is 
passed. Suggestions that the senate 
might adjourn after the tariff bill was 
passed and take a recess until Novem- 
ber 1, when consideration of the cur- 
rency bill might be renewed. have beén 
prevalent In congress, but they do not 
find much favor at the white house. 

When he left the white house to- 
night, Representative Henry said he 
could not discuss his conference with 
the president, and white house officials 
were equally reticent.

OF MARSHAL TO ALBANY 


Ga., July 24.—(Special.)— 
One of the results of the appcintment 
of Joseph S. Davis, of Albany, to be 
United States marshal for the southern 
district of Georgia will be the removal 
of the marshal’s office from Macon to 
this place. Marshal White has made 
his home in Macon, but Mr. Davis will 
continue to reside in Albany and make 
his headquarters here. Commodious 
quarters are provided for the marshal 
in the Albany government building, but 
these have only’ been used heretofore 
during sessions of the United States 
court. 

Mr. Davis 1s being besieged hy those 
desiring to serve as deputy marshals 
and in other capacities. It is said 
there are something like six applica- 
tions for every position,-and many dis- 
appointments are therefore inevitable. 

The new marshal will enter upon the 
discharge of his duties as soon as his 
commission arrives from Washington, 
Which will probably be before the end 
of the week, the senate having con- 
firmed Mr. Davis’ appointment late 
Tuesday.

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EXPERIMENT STATION 
MAY BE REMOVED TO 
THE STATE COLLEGE 


The talk and gossip of several years 
of moving the state .experiment sta- 
tion to the university at Athens took 
definite form for the first time Thurs- 
day morning when a measure for this 
purpose was introduced in the house 
by Messrs. Booker and Greene, of 
Wilkes county. 

This measure provides fo rthe abol- 
ishment of the Georgia experiment sta- 
tion, in Spalding tounty, and establish- 
ment of:an agricultural experiment 
station at the state college of agri- 
culture and mechanics at Athens. 

The plan to take the experiment sta- 
tion to Athens will make it an integral 
part of the agricultural and mechani- 
cal collewe, but at the same time the 
experiment station is not to lose its 
identity.

€d against the bill said that it painea 
them to do s0 as their sentiments 
were strong for the little county 
which had put up such a fight under 
Buch odds for so long a time. 

It goes without saying that Bar- 
row will be given another chance next 
year when they can make the fight 
under better auspices. 

Better Chance Next Year. 

Several of the senators have said 

that one of the main reasons for their 
negative vote yesterday was that- they 
disapproved of the new county fights 
being precipitated at this session of 
the general assembly when so many 
measures of general interest ware 
pending. 
One senator whose voice was count- 
ed against the bill said privately that 
he would vote for it next year. It 
is believed that the Barrow people will 
pave a much better chance of winning 
when they renew their fight than they 
did today 

Now the legislature will cet down to 
hard work and the remainder of the 
session ought to be fruitful in meas- 
ures that will redound to the good of 
the state-at-larcge. The house com- 
mittee on constitutional amendments 
has completed all the new county 
hearings that were set, but one, and 
it is doubtful whether’ the senate 
committee will be asked to give any 
more hearings this vear.

WAS STONEWALL JACKSON 


Many imstances are recorded in history 
where generals and men of the ranks have 
been killed by their comrades, in the excite- 
ment of war, being. taken forthe enemy. Was 


this the case with Stonewall Jackson? There. 


are instances where such killing was done 
intentionally, especially of an officer Who 
had shown unusual cruelty or little consid- 
eration for his men, who took this means of 
getting a change of commander, but this 
does not seem to have been the case with 
Jackson, for among confederate leaders there 
was no general more popular or more con- 
siderate for those fighting under him. 

Stonewall Jackson was killed at the bat- 
tle of Chancellorsville on May 9, 1863. It is 
supposed that the fatal shot was fired by 
one of his own men. Jackson, accompanied 
by several members of his staff, was looking 
over the confederate preparations for the 
coming battle. He rode down the plank road 
and a few hundred yards from Chancellors- 
ville he checked “Little Sorrel.”’ Nearby they 
were throwing up entrenchments. Satisfied 
with the work, he rode back toward his own 
lines. As he and his companions were pass- 
ing rapidly through the pines suddenly out 
of the brush rang a shot. 

Some gray soldier among Lane’s tensely 
awaiting ranks cried, “Yankee cavalry:” 
“Fire!” called an officer of the Eighteenth 
North Carolina. The volley, striking diagon- 
ally across the road, emptied several saddles. 
The horses stampeded and the Carolinians 
fired the second time. Then followed a con- 
fusion of voices. Someone stopped the firing. 
“My God, men! You are firing into ust” 
shouted the aides. They caught the rein of 
Jackson’s horse. Captain Wilbourne, of the 
confederate signal corps, put up his arms. 
“General, general, you are not hurt?” he said. 

The others came quickly to his assist- 
ance. They laid Jackson on the ground be- 
neath the pines and they fired the brushwooad 
for a light. One rode off for Dr. McGuire and 
another with a penknife cut away the sleeve 
from the left arm, through which had gone 
two bullets. 

The aides lifted the wounded general 
upon a litter and the little procession moved

toward Dowdall’s tavern. On May 5 Stone- 
wall Jackson was carefully moved from the 
Wilderness to Guiney’s Station. He was laid 
in a crude cabin among the trees on the 
grounds of the Chandler house. His left arm 
was amputated. There were times when he 
became slightly delirious. Finally Sunday, 
the 10th, dawned. It was a beautiful sunny 
May day. A Httle before noon, kneeling be- 
side him, his wife told him that he would 
die. “You are frightened, my child,” was his 
reply. “Death is not so near. I may yet get 
well.” 

Throughout the day his mind was now 
clouded, now clear. The day drew on to aft- 
ernoon. He lay silent for the most part, but 
now and then wandering a little. “Pass the 
infantry to the front!” he ordered. “Tell A. 
P. Hill to prepare for action!” the voice 
Sank; there came a long silence. Then for 
the last time in this phase of being the great 
soldier opened his eyes. In a moment he 
spoke in a very sweet and calm voice. “Let 
us cross over the river and rest under the 
Shade of the trees.” Thus he died. 

Stonewall Jackson expired believing that 
he had been killed by his own men, and his 
own men believed they had killed their be- 
loved general. The uncertainty rests in the 
fact that the two lines were very close to 
one another, and the third division, second 
army corps of the union army, was within 
firing distance of the confederates. On the 
night fatal to Jackson, a brigade of union 
cavalry were maneuvering very close 
to the spot where the general fell. Uncon- 
scious that they were so near the rebel lines 
they were riding along at a brisk pace, when 
suddenly in front of them came another 
group of horsemen. Then the firing began 
by the confederate pickets in the woods. The 
union soldiers returned the fire and galloped 
away. The next dav it was 
Jackson had been killed at this very spot. 
While the confederates still cling to the be- 
lief that Jackson was killed by them through 
a mistake, it is not at all unlikely that: the 
bullets fired in a haphazard way by the flee- 
ing union cavalrymen were the ones that

Postal Rates in 1830. 


(From The Lewiston Journal.) 

According to a table of the postoffices In 
the United States they were October 1, 
1830, the whole number of offices in the 
lnited States was 8,610. The rates of post- 
age established by congress in 1825 were: 
On a single letter composed of one piece of 
for any distance not exceeding 30 
miles, 6 cents; over 30 miles and not ex- 
ceeding 80 miles, 10 cents; over 80 miles 
and not exceeding 150, 12 1-2 cents;. over 
150 miles and not exceeding 400, 18 3-4 cents; 
over 400 miles, 25 cents; a letter composed 
of two pieces of paper was charged double 
these rates; of three pieces triple and four 
pieces quadruple these rates. For news- 
papers the rate was one cent for 100 miles 
and a cent and a half for over 100 miles.
